GOVERNOR OF 
CANADA, DIES 


M ontreal, Feb. 12 (AP)—Political 
activity halted today as the dominion 
m ourned the death of 64-year-old 
Lord Tweedsmuir. governor-general 
of C anada since 1935, novelist, law­ 
yer and newspaperman.

King George Vi will appoint the 
new governor-general. 
While the British press has m en­ 
tioned names of three men as pos- 
sible successors to Lord Tweedsmuir, 
the wishes of Canada likely will bear 
great weight. 
It is customary for 
the O ttawa cabinet to make a rec­ 
ommendation to the King. 
Among those mentioned are the 
Duke of Devonshire, the Marquess 
of Aberdeen and the Earl of Athlone. 
The son of Rev. John M asterton 
Buchan, a m inister of 
the 
free 
church, John Buchan, later to be­ 
come Lord Tweedsmuir, was born 
in the Scottish borderland country, 
August 26, 1875. A graduate of Ox­ 
ford, he was adm itted to the English 
bar, but soon entered the publishing 
field. He was the author of nearly 
60 volumes including biographies, 
histories and fiction. 
During the World war, he was a 
liaison officer between CHQ and the 
British government and after Hie 
war became directors of Reuters, 
British news agency. He was raised 
to the peerage in 1935 as the first 
Baron of Tweedsmuir of Enfield 
after several years of government 
service in various capacities.
